Stewart is a graduate of More- 
head State College and will re¬ 
ceive his Master’s degree next 
year. Previous to his election as 
superintendent he had served as 
attendance supervisor in Morgan 
county and earlier as piincipal of 
Cannel City high school for seven 
years. 

During his present administra¬ 
tion the indebtedness of $90,0(KI 
has been reduced to a balance of 
$43,000, which is bonds for the 
construction of buildings. The 
board has operated each year on 
a cash basis and has nqt incurre<i 
any indebtedness over the budget 
each year.

Tobacco Insurance 
Protection Againit 
Lots of Investment 


The Federal Crop Insurance 
Program for tobacco protects the 
farmer sufficiently that he will 
not lose his Investment in rental 
value, seed, labor and fertilizer. 
Morgan county is one of the 
counties in Kentucky in which the 
program is offered, noted County 
Agent Charlie Dixon. The pro¬ 
gram is administered by the Ag¬ 
ricultural Stabilization and Con- 
'crvallon Office (P.MA.). 

April has been designated as 
tobacco insurance month by the 
igency. Any tobacco grower may 
participate in the program. All 
the tobacco in which he has an 
interest must be included in the 
ontract. The cost of the insur¬ 
ance is $8.00 per acre. Guaran¬ 
teed returns under the program 
are $287 00 per acre. This meant 
.1 guarantee income of this 
amount if the farmer meets the 
.equired reasonable management 
practices. Disaster might well re¬ 
sult in total lota unless the crop 
it protected by insurance. 

I^yment it made within 30 
days of detetminatlon of a total 
lots or at the end of the season 
if a partial loss It incurred to 
that the returns are less than 
$287.00 per acre.

that were pulled up by the weed 
roots. Remove any trees that 
shade the bed. 

Flea Beetle Control Outlined 

Flea beetles sometimes destroy 
a bed. The best material lor their 
control it DDT. If the bed is 
treated at the right time with 
bluestone-lime, one-half pound 
of 50% wettable DDT should be 
added to the second bluestone- 
lime treatment solution. If the 
first bluestone-Ume application 
it delayed, use the DDT the first 
time. The DDT can be used in a 
wet spray, using two level table¬ 
spoonfuls of 50% wettable DDT 
oer irallon of water. Five oercent 
or ten percent DDT dust can be 
dusted on the plants. In any case, 
a second application of DDT 
should be made one or two days 
before the plants are removed 
from the bed to be set in order 
to protect them in the field. 

What to Do for Worms 

Worm damage, grubworms and 
earthworms, was quite extensive 
in the county last year. Recom¬ 
mended action Is to dust the bed 
with two pounds of one percent 
parathion dust for each 100x9 
foot bed. This material is very 
poisonous. The operator should 
avoid breathing the dust and 
should wash thoroughly Immedi¬ 
ately after using it. Care should 
be used not to spill it on ihe 
clothing. A garden duster is 
recommended for applying the 
dust. 


KiU the Ground Moles 

Ground moles sometimes cause 
severe damage to plant beds. The 
best control is as follows: After 
the moles make a tunnel they 
will travel in it. Cyanide dust is 
very effective if used in the tun¬ 
nels. It quickly turns to a deadly 
poisonous gas that will move 
along the tunnels and kill the 
mules. It can be bought in one 
pound cans. Use it very care¬ 
fully. Uncover the tunnel and 
place one teaspoonful of the 
cyanide In the tunnel. Recover 
the opening quickly with dirt. Do 
this about every eight feet along 
the tunnels. 

I'Hog isKiru Nitroc>>^ 

If a bed has been properly fer¬ 
tilized, the use of extra nitrogen 
is discouraged except under cer¬ 
tain conditions. If the plants get 
a good start growing and are 
quite late or if diseases break out 
in the bed or in beds close by, 
the plants may be rushed with 
extra nitrogen. Five pounds of 
nitrate of soda or three pounds 
of ammonium nitrate is the sug¬ 
gested amount for each 100x9 
foot bed. Mix the material in at 
least 25 gallons of water and 
sprinkle it on the plants. Wash 
It off the plants immediately with 
at least 50 gallons of water. Fail¬ 
ure to do this has cau.sed severe 
damage to many beds by burning 
the plant.*. Extra nitrogen causes 
fast growth and tender plants 
with less root system. That is 
why it Is discouraged. 


Proper management of tobacco 
plant beds to insure plenty of 
strong, healthy plants to set the 
entire crop early was called the 
tobacco growers’ greatest prob¬ 
lem by County Agent Charlie 
Dixon this week. 

Plants set reasonably early ma¬ 
ture faster and are higher in 
quality and lower in nicotine, 
said Mr. Dixon. If plenty of 
healthy plants with good roots 
are available to set the whole 
crop at one time, the crop will 
be more uniform, less labor will 
be required and the crop will

improper fertilization, he pointed 
out. Mr. Dixon offerrtl the fol- 
low'ing suggestions for producing 
good plants: 

Prevent Wildfire 

Wildfire is the most serious to¬ 
bacco disease in Kentucky. Pre¬ 
vention is the key to its control. 
Plant beds should be treated with 
bluestone and lime as soon as 
they begin to come up. Use three 
pounds of powdered bluestone, 
four pounds of fresh hydrated 
lime and 50 gallons of water to 
each 100x9 foot bed. Just sprinkle 
the fresh mixtuie through the 
canvas, wetting the side poles 
and a strip three feet wide around 
the bed where the operator walks. 
Repeat the treatment again in 
10 days. If the bed is weeded, 
treat again as soon as the weed¬ 
ing is completed to kill germs 


HOW LICKING WAS NAMED 

The Licking river has a name of 
beautiful significance. "Licking"

If you are ever in need of sub- i 
ject matter for poetry, go to the' 
Bible. It is a never-failing source 
of poetry and subjects for poems. 
Sometimes you may have to 
search for awhile to find what 
you want. At other times, almost 
immediately you will read a line, 
a phrase or a verse that will put 
the machlncr:- of Imsclnatli-r. la 
operation; and soon a poem is on 
its way to birth. Many times 
what you find will provide the 
meter as well as the subject of 
your poem. 

Consider the rhythm of this 
bit of scripture, for example; 

“Great peace have they which 
love Thy law. 

And nothing shall offend 
them." 

Would it not he rather easy to 
weave a poem around these 
words? Of tike this unsurpassed 
definition of faith: 

’’Now faith is the substance of 
things hoped for. 

The evidence of things not 
seen.” 

What doors of thought may be 
opened by a key like that! 

As a more definite example of 
how the Bible may be u.sed as a 
source of subjects for poetry, here 
is a poem by Arthur C. Johnson 
of Cuttle, Kentucky. 

HE RULES THE STORMS 

WThen Jesus fed five thousand 
on the fishes and the bread. 


He called to His disciples and 
thus to them He said, 

“Get in the ship that's on the 
sea and bravely launch away. 

And 1 shall go to yonder mount 
and tarry there to pray." 

The night grew dark and stormy 
and raging winds roar; 

ship while standing on the 
shore. 

About the fourth watch of the 
night, amid the raging storm. 

Walking the sea. He came to 
them to shelter them from 
harm. 

Now all was well. The port 
was reached about the break 
of day. 

For wave and wind His will 
obeyed; the storm he drove 
away. 

“What manner of a man is 
this!” they cried in one 
accord. 

And worshipped Him, confess¬ 
ing Him to be the Christ and 
Lord. 

He walks no more on Galilee. 
His little boat is gone. 

But greater waves His will 
obey; greater. His breaking 
dgwn. 

When seas of trouble round us 
roar and doubt and fear 

assail. 

He seems to cry, “Fear not, it’s 
I, my Spirit will prevail.” 


On the whole, this is a good 
I poem, well-expressed. However, 
here are a few points that might 
make it still tetter. Intensives 
like “did roar" are to be avoided, 
and use of the same adjective 
I twice, “raging winds.” “raging 
I storm,’* detracts from the poem’s 
I effectiveness. Inversions as, "For 
wave and wind His will obeyed; 

■ the storms He drove away,” are 
I frequently frowned upon by edi- 
I tors. The line would sound bet¬ 
ter in the natural order, “For 
, wave and wind obeyed His will; 
He drove the storm away.” The 
' third line of the third stanza 
might be better if it were changed 
to read, "What manner of man 
is this!” This eliminates the un¬ 
wanted “a” in the quotation.

Soils tested in the new Morgan 
I county soil testing laboratory 
have already exceeded all of last 
year, according to County Agent 
' Charlie Dixon. Up to March 25, 

' 175 samples had been tested this 
.year as compared to 156 samples 
in at) of 1953. 

Samples have come from all 
kinds of crop land but approxi¬ 
mately 80 percent of the samples 
have come from land that will be 
used for tobacco this year. Farm¬ 
ers are interested in saving mon¬ 
ey on their fertilizer bills and 
at the same time supplying every 
fertilizer need for htvhe«t yields 
and quality of the crop to be 
grown. Every field is treated as 
a separate unit. The soil test 
shows the sourness of the soil 
and the amount of phosphorus 
and potassium avaiable in the 
soil. The amount of nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash that will 
be added by the cover crop, ma¬ 
nure and tobacco stalks that will 
be used is figured by Mr. Dixon. 
By subtracting the total of all 
these from the needs of the crop 
to be grown, Mr. Dixon figures 
the amount of each that must be 
supplied in fertilizer. The ferti¬ 
lizer analysis that will supply the 
needs the cheapest, considering 
the work of application, is calcu¬ 
lated by Mr. Dixon and proper 
kind and amount per acre is 
recommended by him. Below 
are two examples of cases: 

W. H. Williams, Elamton, used 
1,2(K) pounds of 5-10-10, 10 0 

pounds of ammonium nitrate, 15 
: tons of manure and IW tons of 
manure and ^ ton of tobacco 
stalks per acre. Mr. Dixon -sug¬ 
gested that he use 300 pounds of 
20% phosphate and ICio pounds 
’ of 50% sulfate of potash j^r acre 
this year for Urfiacco in this 
field. This fertilizer bill will be 
about $31.00 per acre less this 
year than last year. The quality 
of the tobacco will be better than 
if he used more fertilizer, par¬ 
ticularly lime or nitrogen. 

Ellis Cassity of Blairs Mills 
used a ton of 5-10-16 fertilizer 
plus 200 pounds ammonium ni¬ 
trate, 1,5(>0 pounds of tobacco 
stalks and 13 tons of manure per 
acre on his tobacco last year. A 
soil test this year showed the soi! 
docs not need lime. It has 135 
pounds of available phosphorus 
and is very high in potash. He 
has a poor wheat crop on the 
land and plans to use 5 tons of 
manure per acre this year. Mr. 
Dixon recommended that he use 
500 pounds of 5-10-15 sulfate 
plus 200 pounds ammonium ni¬ 
trate per acre. His fertilizer this 
year will cost him approximately 
$45.00 less per acre than if he 
were to use the jame fertilizer 
he used last year. The yield .ind 
quality of his crop should b~ ex¬ 
cellent if the weatherman coop¬ 
erates. 

The soil test costs 75c per 
sample. You be the judge as to 
whether or not it pays. Take 
your sample very carefully anti 
bring it to Mr. Dixon’s office. If 
you do not know how to properly 
take the sample, ask a neighbor 
who does or see Mr. Dixon.

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BUY EASTER 

The National Society for Crippled Children 
and Adults, Incorporated, is sponsoring another 
Easter Seal campaign. The Society is asking 
millions of Americans to support programs desig¬ 
nated to provide care and treatment, education 
and research to benefit crippled citizens. 

Last year the Society treated more than 100,- 
000 crippled children and adults and it is hoping 
to expand its services to reach an even greater 
number this year. 

The 1954 campaign closes April 18. By that 
time, more than 1,200 Easter Seal affiliates in 
each of the forty-eight states and abroad hope 
to have concluded a successful Easter Seal cam¬ 
paign. 

In past years the Easter Seal campaign, in 
behalf of crippled children and adults has appeal¬ 
ed to most Americans. This is only natural, and 
the citizens of this community should once again 
purchase Easter Seals. While there are a num¬ 
ber of charitable drives at this time of year, they 
have not been so numerous that the more fortu¬ 
nate of us cannot spare a few dollars for the 
benefit of those not so fortunate, and not fortu¬ 
nate enough to be able to take proper steps to 
remedy their condition. 


TE.4CHER-RECOCNITION WEEK 

Recognition of our teachers is long overdue. 
When Governor Lawrence Wetherby proclaimed 
a Teacher Recognition Week, he touched on a 
spot vital to all of us. For who is there who 
cannot recall some schoolteacher whose inspir¬ 
ation helped him over bumps and bruises—both 
the physical and mental kind—whose faith in 
him was reason enough to spend a bit more time 
on math or English—especially English—and 
whose influence bent him in the way he should 
go. 

We have known a great many teachers. Some 
were better than others. Sticking with us 
are fond memories of teachers who were more 
heart-wise than book-wise. It is the teacher 
who embodies formal education with sympathetic 
understanding that we like to recognize. 

We know a teacher who practiced the theory 
that having faith in a student and giving him 
encouragement would help him succeed. “Any 
young person,” the teacher said, “is ambitious 
and wants to be somebody. In early years 
he may want to be a cowboy more than anything 
else in the world—and he will want to be the 
world’s best cowboy. Later he may get his 
heart entangled with airplanes and have the wish 
to be the best pilot in the world. Still later in 
his formative years when a teacher can help, he 
may seriously decide to become a doctor, lawyer, 
or farmer. Always, there is the wish to be the 
best in his field.” 

This teacher spent a great deal of time 
studying students. When the teacher saw a cre¬ 


ative spark in one, the spark was fanned to a 
flame. When a shy mountain boy went to the 
teacher one day and said he wanted to write a 
book, "do you think 1 can write a book?" the 
teacher replied, "My boy, I KNOW you can 
write a book. Now sit down and get started 
on it." He wrote that book, and he kept oir writ¬ 
ing books. This teacher saw different abilities 
in different students and never failed to en¬ 
courage each one to a greater measure of success, 
be it as a doctor, farmer or as a housekeeper. 

Aiiulher teacher we know taught school the 
first time as an emergency teacher i fter only one 
and a half years college training and in a one- 
room rural school. The building had no win¬ 
dows and no doors. Two “men teachers” had 
found it necessary to leave rather hastily. This 
young teacher began her first day of school by 
clacking together a piece of tin and the door off 
the pot-bellied stove. But she was determined. 
There were bad days. The students gave her 
a box once with a snake in it; another time she 
was gifted with a can of bees—but at each new 
gift she showed no alarm, no arrger, no astonish¬ 
ment. The strange gifts stopped. 

“These students,” said this teacher, “had been 
bred on sensationalism and attached importance 
to wrong things. It took some hard work to get 
them to use their energy constructively—but 
they finally did.” At the end of this teacher’s 
term, the school had been repaired and painted, 
recreation equipment had been provided, the 
students had won various prizes at the school 
fair and in contests. The parents were present 
for the last day of school, not to “run off” this 
teacher but to ask her back the next year. 

Teachers such as these two—and they are 
legion—should be meritoriously recognized as 
the embodiment of all good teachers, those who 
teach not only from the book but also from the 
heart. 


THE LATE.ST IN BR.AIN-W.A.SHIN<i 

Dr. Joost A. M. Meerloo, presently a United 
States citizen but formerly a member of the 
Dutch underground, recently testified at the hear¬ 
ing of Col. Frank H. Schw^ie, a much-decorated 
Marine hero. The case involves a signed con¬ 
fession on germ warfare. 

Dr. Meerloo survived the tortures of Nazi in¬ 
terrogators in the World War II period and told 
the Schwable hearing the Russians have per¬ 
fected Nazi techniques, and are even better at 
this game than were the Hitlerites. 

Merloo says Russian interrogators have bor- 
ro^ved from the Russian scientist Pavlov his 
methods and results with dogs. Pavlov taught 
dogs to do such things as water at the mouth at 
the sound of a bell, and so forth. In other words, 
it was a conditioned reflex system. 

Meerloo says Russian interrogators today ac¬ 
tually set out to murder the brain, and that no 
man alive can withstand such brain-washing. 
He said such tactics, combined with ill-treatment, 
a lack of food and clothing, and rigid physical 
punishment could force a prisoner to do almost 
anything his captors wished. He added that the 
only escape from the brain-washing system was 
death. 

Perhaps his testimony, in this connection, 
sheds some light on what happened to several 
thousand Americans who have never been ac¬ 
counted for. It shows clearly what the civilized 
people of the world are up against in combatting 
Communism. The United States and other decent 
governments of tfie world should make it clear 
in an international declaration that destruction 
of prisoners’ brains through ruthless and inhu¬ 
mane treatment is a war crime, punishable by 
international courts. 

Few crimes against humanity are more re¬ 
volting than the crime of brain-washing and 
this country should make its intentions to come 
to an account with such criminals in all countries, 
clear to all the world.

denotes a country diversified with 
springs and meadows, according 
to Kerr’s Kentucky History. 

The river at first was called 
Great Salt Lick Creek, and was 
so marked on the old maps by 
that name. Dr. Thomas Walker, 
who visited a part of the Licking 
in 1750, however, had ealled it 
Frederick’s River, but this name 
did not last. 

Because of numerous springs 
and licks along this river and 
the beauty and fertility of the 
lands and the thousands of buf¬ 
falos and deer and eiv v.’hich were 
seen pasturing on the cane and 
broad bottoms, the early settlers 
added the old Saxon “ing,” mean¬ 
ing a pasture or meadow, usually 
one lying low near a river, to the 
word “Lick,” thus forming this 
appropriate name. 

Springs are abundant along the 
Licking even to this day. The 
stretch of river above West Lib¬ 
erty is fed by scores of springs 
trat bubble up from the bottom 
of the stream. During the long 
drouth last summer and fall, the 
stretch above Twenty-Two Hol¬ 
low still containeo considerable 
water from bubbling springs in 
the bottom of the river, and this 
supply kept West Liberty with 
sufficient water while many other 
towns experienced a dangerous 
shortage ot water.

Carol's father died when she

love for books and learning to 
him. “He was an elder in the 
Baptist church and taught 17 
terms of school,” she said. 

Carol was born in Morgan 
county near Dan. When she was 
four weeks old, her family moved 
to Zag, and at eight years they 
moved to Blaze. She enrolled in 
Big Lick school, Boyd Blair, 
teacher, and finisb«d eight grades 
without missing a day of schooL 
“I was lucky,” Carol explained, 
“for we lived only a hundred 
yards or so from the schoolbuild¬ 
ing. If I did not feel well or the 
weatehr was bad, my mother or 
step-father would carry me to 
school.” 

When Carol realized she would 
never run and play as did the 
other children, she lost herself in 
books and read everything she 
could get her hands on. 

Ten years after completion of 
grade school, Carol acquired two 
credits in a mail study course. 
Evangelistic Teachers Training, 
and a child study course, from a 
; Bible institution. She was greatly 
I encouraged in this, she said, by 
' Rev. John Heykoop, evangelist in 
I Morgan county. It was after try¬ 
ing her hand at higher learnt^ 
and 17 years after completing 
grade school that she decided to 
try high school and enrolled at 
Ezel High. She completed her 
freshman year and was an honor 
student. 

Through her church and school 
friends, Carol’s love for boiAa 
w'as made known to outsiders. 
Before long she was receiving 
books from people in various 
parts of the United States. Then 
she conceived the idea of sharing 
her books with others, and began 
book-collecting in earnest to be¬ 
gin a small community “library 
in the hills.” To date she has 
received almost 300 volumes for 
the library project. These books^ 
she explained, are stacked in a 
room awaiting that day when she 
has funds to build shelves for 
them. 

Carol writes poetry and has 
contributed poems to the Couri¬ 
er’s Mountain Muses column; she 
is also a news correspondent for 
the Courier, and takes interest in 
church and Sunday school work, 
in addition to exchanging letters 
with a number of pen pals. 

Carol did not explain all this 
in her letter which was publish¬ 
ed in Young People’s Delig*:*, but 
stated that her childhood dis¬ 
ease left her handicapped, mak¬ 
ing it necesary for her to wear 
a brace, and in her case a hand¬ 
made one. She asked for pen¬ 
pals. 

No one was more surprised 
I than Carol when an answer to 
j that pen-pal request brought two 
I money orders totaling $150.00 to 
! be used for a leg brace. 

“At the post office they told 
me I almost shouted when I read 
the letter.” she said. “I guess I 
cried a little too.” 

It has been less than ten days 
since she received the letter, but 
Carol has already been to Lex¬ 
ington where measurements for 
a brace were made at the Lexing¬ 
ton Brace Shop. 

“I’m going to Lexington with¬ 
in a few days to get the brace,” 
she said, “and then I would like 
to get a job. The splints had to 
be rewrapped in the bed ticking 
every day and then placed on my 
leg and some one had to do this 
for me. But I can manage the 
new brace myself.”

Then 
another day He walked out into the presence of 
one of the leading powers of the day and this 
man said, “Do you know that I have power to 
kill you or to keep you alive”? and this young 
man said, "You do not have any power except 
as God gives it to you.

The “Veep” has suffered defeat 
at the polls only once in a poli¬ 
tical career extending back to 
19(15. That was in 1923 when he 
lost the Democratic nomination 
for governor. His bid for the 
Democratic presidential nomina¬ 
tion was unsuccessful at the Chi¬ 
cago convention in 1952. 

Cooper’s problem, won’t be so 
much issues, as such, but the 
fact Kentucky normally elects 
Democrats. 

The battle will array forces of 
Democratic Ckrv. Lawrence W 
Wetherby’s administration, back¬ 
ing Barkley, against those of 
President Eisenhower’s adminis¬ 
tration, who consider Cooper one 
of their ablest senators. 

Though Wetherby administra¬ 
tion men are against the guber¬ 
natorial candidacy of A. B. Happy 
Chandler, former governor, U. S. 
senator and baseball commis-1 
Sion, they’ll be together in sup¬ 
porting Barkley. 

For Chandler, who already has 
announced his candidacy for the 
Democratic nomination for gov¬ 
ernor in 1955. has said frequently 
he’s for Barkley for the Senate 

Wetherby cannot succeed him-; 
self as governor under the State 
Constitution. Politicians had said 
they expected the state party to 
call on him to make the Senate 
race had Barkley decided against i 
running. 

Regarded with affection by 
many Democrats, the veteran 
Barkley has been making ad¬ 
dresses frequently since leaving 
the vice presidency, both inside 
and outside Kentucky. 

Barkley, who has always con¬ 
sidered a sense of humor a vital 
need in political life, is famed for 
his quips and jokes and stories 
about Kentucky life. 

His presence on the ticket head¬ 
ed by former President Harry S. 

I Truman in the Democrats’ vic¬ 
torious 1948 campaign not only 
aided it nationally but was cred¬ 
ited by many with Cooper’s defeat 
then. 


FR.ANKPl'lRT. Ky., March 25— 
More than 102.000 persons in 
thirty Kentucky counties are now 
receiving relief aid, Ben S. Ad¬ 
ams, Commissioner of Agricul¬ 
ture revealed today. 

This assistance is being ex¬ 
tended to Kentucky’s needy fam¬ 
ilies through the state Agricul¬ 
ture Department’s Division of 
Commodities Distribution cooper¬ 
ating with welfare agencies in the 
various counties. The Division of 
Commodities is allocated certain 
quantities of Commodity Credit 
Corporation surpluses of cheese, 
butter, dried milk, canned beef 
and gravy, dried beans and po¬ 
tatoes. This state agency in turn 
parcels and dispatches the com¬ 
modities to the petitioning coun¬ 
ties. 

Lewis disclosed that the Com¬ 
modities Division has to date or¬ 
dered and allocated 25 carloads 
of the following commodities: 
Cheddar cheese, creamery butter, 
processed cheese, non fat dry 
milk solids. Canned beef and 
gravy, and shortening have also 
been ordered for the welfare 
agencies. An order of four car¬ 
loads of cranberry sauce for 
schools and institutions is ex¬ 
pected to arrive by April 10. He 
added that the CommodKies Di¬ 
vision is distributing dried beans 
to institutions and welfare recipi¬ 
ents at the rate of one-half to one 
und per person per month, 
he C.C.C. is now allocating from
